When attacked with the disease, in his parox- 
ysm he broke from his fastenings and escaped 
—having, however, before leaving his master’s 
premises, bit two of his horses, which have 
since gone mad. THe then took a course west- 
ward on the Warsaw ‘and Augusta road, and 
when about three miles from hisstarting point, 
overtook Mx, Patchin, who was returning home 
from Augusta in a waggon, to his home near 
Chili; one of his horses the dog bit, and the 
animal has since gone mad. He nextovertook 
two strangers on horseback, one of whom was 
leading a third horse; these three horses the 
dog bit, it is not known whether fatal results fol- 
lowed or not. At the residence of Mr. Jas. 
Nutt, he bit one horse, which has since gone 
mad. At Wiggleton he bit two horses (one 
since mad,) and 12 hogs. Next he bit a mare 
(since mad,) for Mr. Hart. Next he bit a ve- 
ry fine horse, (since mad,) also three head of 
horses, (one since mad,). Next at Sylvester 
Church's he bit one horse, (since mad,) and 5 
sheep, (all now dead.) Next he went to Wm. 
Tighman’s, bit several hogs, two very large 
ones, estimated at five hundred pounds each, 
(since mad,) and one steer. At Williamson's, 
bit one cow, (since mad.) Next he fell in with 
old Mr. Hickman and his son—he sprang at the 
boy witb so much force as to throw him down 
but did not bite.him. A Jarge dog of Mr. H's 
being in company, seized him and drove him 
off. He, however, before leaving, the premi- 
ses, bit one, (since mad.) Next he had an 
encounter with Mr, Blake's dog. After this 
he went north of Mr. Adams’ and bit a steer, 
Next he went to John Stuart's and attacked 
him.

house No. 31, opening suddenly, and in the 
darkened hallway he saw the figures of two 
persons, a min abd a woman, coming for- 
ward to the door step, On seeing bim, the 
couple started back and shut the door hasti- 
ly. This awakened the suspicions of the 
passer by, and he very natuarally came to 
the conclusion that they were hall thieves, 
and this suspicion’ was confirmed in his 
mind by noticing that the woman held in her 
hand a bundle 
bound, Had they passed outof the house 
would not have noticed them, but their 
iug back was Whatawakened his susp’ 
Not seeing any policeman he gave no alarm, 
but walked on'to the corner of the Bowery, 
where lie concealed himself tosee if the par- 
ties wouldjagain venture out. In afew mo- 
ments be.deseried the man aud woman, the 
latter still with the bundle in her hand, walk- 
ing towards him. They crossed the Bowery 
without seeing him, and passed into one of 
the streets that led down to the East River. 
The movements of thu pair were so mysteri- 
ous that'the curiosity of their unseen watch- 
er was keenly exciled, and he determined to

The night was dark and cloudy, but he 
succeeded in keeping the mysterious couple 
in view without himself being seen. They 
kept steadily on their course, witil they came 
to the river's edge, where they walked out

‘The wittuess to. the 
aboye related circumstance isa poor man, 
depending upon his business for a livelihood, 
aud though at first disposed to come forward 
and give in his testimony, be was finally de- 
terred from doing so, by the fact that the Co- 
roner imprisoned all the important witnesses 
who were too poor to procure bail; and as he 
‘lid not choose to become an inmate of a cell, 
and lose his time, he determined to remain 
in the back ground, 

Bat the story of what he had seen became 
known to some of his acquaintances, und fi- 
nally reached the of a gentleman who 
determined to lay the matter before the grand 
Jury, and have the party brought before that 
body. 

Accordingly, when that organization com- 
menced its sessions, the gentleman called at 
the court room where they conducted busi- 
ness, and asked to see a Grand Juror, whose 
name has been very often before the public 
in connection withthat body, The following 
conversation is reported to haye occurred :
